It is of 
interest to note that of the deaths recorded 13 or 3.1% 
occurred among legitimate children, and one or 3.2% 
among the illegitimate children born. This is an eloquent 
commentary on the efficiency of the various Welfare 
Services dealing with this aspect of life.
